Alpril first 
was not fooling when it brought 
intermittent showers all day, 
living up to the old saw: “April 
showers bring May flowers.” 

NEAR RECORD 

The last of the rain Tuesday 
night brought the storm total to 
2.44 inches and the season to 
37.87 inches. With but 2.49 inch- 
es to go for 1940 rains to pass 
the all-time 50-year record of 
40.36 inches established in 1916, 
the oncoming storm bids to over- 
run the rain ~barrel. 

Most remarkable feature of 
the unusually heavy rains this 
season is the fact that they have 
not been accompanied by undue 
floods, In other years of much 
less rainfall, great havoc has 
been wrought by floodwaters. 
However, storms this year have 
been so spaced by mature or 
providence that their run-off 

. has not overtaxed drainage fa- 
cilities: In addition, flood con- 
trol projects have functioned 
perfectly for protection. 

With seven to eight inches of 
snow still remaining at Snow 
Crest, the new rains should-bring 
a fresh white blanket, providing 
a last gala fling with winter for 
hardy gportsmen and others who 
feel the urge.

What Are the Strikes About? 
Ask “Labor Racketeers” They Should Know 

Labor unions are one thing—labor racketeers are some- 
thing else. i. 

Throughout many years of worthwhile service, legitimate 
labor unions have served employes, and employers, as well. 
Perhaps labor racketeers have been in existence for many 
years, but only recently have they apparently reached a posi- 
tion of great power. 

No doubt some of the strikes in the ‘‘ defense industry ’’ 
have been justified from the standpoint of the employers 
not giving employes a ‘‘fair break’’, In other industries, 
employers have not always given proper consideration to 
employes. 

Henry Ford is known for many things, one of them be- 
ing a high wage seale for his thousands of employes. The 
eurrent strike in the mammoth River Rouge plant 1s surely 
not over wages or for better working conditions, What 1s 
the strike all about? 

We don’t know; but a dispatch from Dearborn says this: 
“Dearborn is the scene of flagrant disregard for all rights 
of citizens, both union and non-union. The conditions can- 
not be allowed to exist longer. Streets are being blocked 
off, citizens are being beaten and molested in their attempt 
to return to work.’’ 

What does that sound like? Does that sound like a 
legitimate effort in behalf of union members? Or, might it 
be a case of union racketeers determined to get their hands 
om the pay checks of 95,000 workers? 

It also sounds like an effort to break down national de- 
fense construction. 

While the labor racketeers are selfishly getting in their 
dirty licks, this community and every community in the na- 
tion is sending young men to the army. National defense 
is uppermost in the minds of about 99 per cent of the peo- 
ple. The one per cent includes the union racketeers, ‘‘Reds’’ 
and aliens, These percentages are probably not correct, but 
the point is that a numerically insignificant group of ‘‘labor 
racketeers’’ are privileged to stop production on millions 
ef dollars worth of vital defense needs.
